Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 10/29/2008 has been entered. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the declaration under 
37 CFR 1.132 filed 10/29/2008, together with the 1.132 declaration filed 2/7/2008 and evidence 
in the originally filed specification (esp. Table 5, [0161], etc) is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 36, 39-41, 43-46, 49, 50, 53, 57, 58, 60 based upon JP'725 or JP'688. 
Applicant/declarant has shown criticality/synergistic effect of the presently claimed silver base 
alloy reflective layer consisting of Ag and 0.005-0.4at% Bi (good durability, high thermal 
conductivity, good reflectivity), as set forth in independent claim 36. Additionally, 
applicant/declarant has shown that the unexpected results are also expected to occur when 0.01- 
2at% rare earth element is added (independent claim 43, see in particular Tables 1, 3, 5, 7, etc of 
original specification and declaration filed 10/29/2008 p 4-6).
